If the work of carrying out the 
last phase of the peace negotiationt 
progresses according to the pro 
gram outlined in Paris dispatches, 
the treaty probably will be signed 
early in the week beginning May 
25th. : 

The treaty will be presented o 
the Germans Monday afternoon. Re- 
ports from the peace conference 
indicate that it is to be a victory 
peace, and there will be no oral 
conversations except the merest for- 
malities when the treaty is handed 
over. Fifteen days will be given 
the enémy to consider the treaty, 
with a few additional days for the 
exchange of views between the al- 
lied and Germam, delegations. 

Thus, .at the latest, if present 
plans are followed, May 27th 
should see peace reigning once more 
between Germany and the allied 
and associated governments. ’ 

A secret plenary session of the 
eonference will be held Saturday, 
while on Monday a meeting will be 
held for the organization of the 
League of Nations. Italy still is not 
represented at the conference, but 
her ambassador is invited to at- 
tend such conferences as the regular 
peace delegation from that country 
would attend. He has been asked 
formally to be présent Monday to 
yepresent his nation at the formal 
launching of the League of Nations. 

The council of three met yester- 
day and gave Belgium a prior claim 
on $500,000,000 of the reparation 
moneys to be received from Ger- 
many. 

Germany's delegation exchanged 
credentials with allied representa- 
tives yesterday. Count von Brock- 
dorff-Hantzau, the German foreign 
secretary, appeared almost  over- 
come with the sense of his coun- 
try’s defeat when confronted by the 
allied delegation.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Sensa- 
tional arrests may be made in the 
next twenty-four hours in connec- 
tion with the nationwide bomb plot 
aimed at the destruction of men of 
wealth and government officials all 
throughout the country. 

This was the prediction made here 
today by W. E. Allen, chief of the 
Bureau of Investigation of the: 
United States Department of Justice 
after the secret service, with its 
corps of detectives, had been put 
into the investigation of one of the 
most baffling mysteries in the crim- 
inal annals of America.
